"This question has been perfling for a great 
many years, and when Walter Q. Gresham 
was postmaster general he held that the 
law of 1854 was not affected or changed 
in| the slightest respect by the two subse- 
quent laws, and that all readjustments 
should have been made under the higher rate. 
In that order Postmaster General Gresham 
stated that many of the third, fourth, and 
fifth clags postmasters had their salaries 
adjusted under the law of 1864, and conse- 


quently did not get as much pay as was due 
them.

Just What they aggregate cannot be deter- 
mined until Postmaster General has

A secre- 
tary was appointed to list all kicks of the 
residents, from appeals for a distribution of 
at least one policeman to the square mile to 
petitions for the building of schoothouses, 
The aldermen said they would get busy right 


away. 
Invention of the Hosts. 

The meeting was the result of an idea in- 
vented by the hosts of the evening. Contrary. 
to the tradition that an alderman is seen by 
his. constituents only around election time | 
they intend to meet all the voters of their 
ward in a series of intimate discussions. . 

The residents will be invited to weekly | 
receptions by localities, three or four pre-

were represented, 1,100 Invitations having 
been sent out. In this manner the aldermen — 
hope to canvass their ward for grievances | 
at least once every three months.

of the brain colors will Few correspond- 
ingly. | 

It is realized that if a certain color reflects 
a certain mood the varying shades of that 
color as séen in the liquid must be reproduc- 
tions of varying intensities or different 
phases of the same mood. — 

For inetance, it is believed that when com- 
plete knowledge and control of the working 
of the “ wonder bottle’’ has been obtained 
{it will be possible to differeniate the “ suicide 
shade” from the general color which is 
known to indicate melancholia. This test, 
applied in the case of a person suffering from 
acute melancholia and with suicidal ten- 
dencies, would reveal the state of the dis- 
eased mind; which now can only be deter- 
mined indefinitely in most cases, and would 
result in the making possible an accurate 
course of treatment and in precautions to 
prevent a consummation of the idea domi- 
nant in the affected brain.

The brothers Crawford, however, showed 
themselves generous.. They informed Mme. 
Humbert that they each posseseed a fortune 
of $80,000,000 or $100,000,000.

What they 
wished to do was tocarry outthe last wishes 
of their uncle, which was to unite the fami-.

TAFF VALE DECISION IMPORTANT |

Verdict That Labor Organisation Must 
Assume Financial Responsibility. 
for Loss Caused by Strikes Hailed 
‘with: Joy by Employers—Puts New 

‘Light on Breaking of Contracts by 
‘Wage Earners in Great Britain— 
Rallway to Recover $140,000.

LONDON, Dec. 20.—The verdict of yester- 
day: against the Amalgamated Society of 
Railway Servante for conspiracy in order- 
ing a strike against the Taff Vale railway 
company in August, 1900, is welcomed by 
everybody except trade union extremists as 
the most important victory for free labor 
and industrial progress in many years. — 

It has changed the whole industrial aitu- 
ation of Great Britain. 

The defendant society, with its war chest 
of $1,250,000 invested in bonds, is deprived of 
its power of inducing workmen to break 
their contracté and coercing nonunion men 
by its picket system. 

Story of the Famous Strike. 

‘The Taff Vale railway strike commenced 
suddenly with the stoppage of work at mid- 
night on Aug. 19, 1900, by more than 1,200 
men, of whom more than 800 had not received 
notice to end their contracts. The company 
claimed the Railway Men’s union maintained 


the stoppage of work by intimidation and 


picketing, and that the union officials in- 
duced the workmen to break their contracts. 
The jury yesterday without leaving the box 
returned a verdict for the plaintiffs, who will 
collect $140,000 from the Railway Men’s 


In the earlier stages of this important labor 
litigation the point centered on the question 
whether a union could be sued. The legal 
members of the house of lords, sitting as a 
final court of appeals, decided: 

“ A labor union can sue for wrongs com- 
mitted, for or against it, as if it were a cor- 
porate body.

SLEEP SICKNESS IN UGANDA. 
Bpidemic in Eastern Africa Has’ 


‘Strange 
Already Killed Twenty “housand 


People and Is Spreading. /

LONDON, Dec. 20.—The school of trop- 
fecal medicine has issued a report on the 
sleeping sickness which is now devastating 
Uganda. Though it was discovered only a 
few years ago, it is computed that the dis- 
ease has alreddy killed 20,000 people and is 
spreading to new areas with increasing vir- 
ulence. Its extension to the north will be 
of the greatest menace to Egypt. 

Scientific reports made on the spot de- 
scribe the sleeping sickness as a complaint 
something like that group of diseases known 
as meningitis or inflammation of the brain. 
It begins tnsidiously with changes in the 
mental attitude of the patient. From that 
time the disease progresses, and the patient 
becomes stupid and restless, and after other 
symptoms have passed. enters Into a state 
of coma and dies. The disease is conta- 
gious and its spread is assured by over- 
crowding of many individuals in the same 
huts. The depopulation of many large and 
thickly populated areas is making itself felt 
and the outlook is gloomy. 


PUZZLES IN BRITISH PEERAGE.

He declared 
that American sovereignty ought to be firm- 
ly established as a fact in the minds of the 
Moro people in;Jolo and elsewhere, and was 
of the opinion that the sooner this is done 
the more satisfactory it will be for all con- 
pes and especially for the Moros them-

orient. Foreign commerce will follow the

commercial point of view, they will be a 
source of national weakness unless put ina 
proper state of defense and protected by a 
suffolently large army and navy.”’ 
Maj. Gen. Corbin spoke at length upon 
‘the proposal to create a general staff, now 
pending in congress, explaining its provis- 
lone in detail.

“ There is no ddubt,”’ said the court, “ that 
the samé act may be an offense under the 
state law and under the city ordinance also. 
The legislature deemed it proper to authorize 
a different procedure in cities from that in 
country towns. No doubt it was believed 
that more stringent regulations should be en- 
forced in regard to fire escapes where there 
is a congested population, and buildings are 
im close proximity. 


Doubles Amount of Fines. — 

“It appears that the defendant in this 
case has persistently violated the city or- 
dinance regarding the erection of fire es- 
capes and has not placed metailic fire es- 
capes on his building as he should have done. 
Let the fine in each case be increased to 


“* Tf: the court please,” said Attorney T. N. 
D. Bradley, ““I think such fines are exces- 
sive in view of the fact that other cases of a 
similar nature are still pending. Mr. Part- 
ridge would have complied with the city 
ordinance if he did not believe that the law 
was not being enforced properly.” 

“The fines are not any larger than they 
should be,’’ declared the court. ‘ Recent 
events make it all the more imperative that 
the city fire escape ordinance should be en- 
forced strictly. If your client complies with 
the law I have no 
lenient.”’ 

An appéal from the decision of the court 
was prayed and allowed.

Saloon men who ceal in payment 
for drinks they pass across the bar to drivers 
are to be prosecuted by “gg 9 Sealer Quinn 
fer accepting stolen goods. Mr. Quinn and 
Rie attorney reached this decision after the 


/ \“gaccessful prosecution of a case in which a 


driver, who disposed of some of the coal in 
hie charge, was accused of larceny as bailee. 
“There are nearly fifty saioon men in the 
ity who make it a practice of accepting 
from-drivers for drinks," said Mr. 
Quinn. “ We have two cases under investi- 
gation in which drivers disposed of anthra- 
cite coal in that manner. In one the driver 
ve five bushel baskets (400 pounds) of 
ré coal for two glasses of beer. In the 
other the driver delivered eight baskets (640 
pounds) to the saloon man in return for a 
Ylass of whisky. At $10 a ton that makes a 
pretty costly drink for the man who ordered 
the coal and does not get it. es 


Union to Discipline Offenders. 

Mr. Quinn has interested the Coal Team- 
sters’ union and the Coal Team Owners’ as- 
sociation Mm the fight he is making on the 
short coal men. The union will expel every 
teamster who is proved to have disposed of 
coal in his charge. The owners promise to 
see that the man who countenances short 
weight and is proved guilty will not have 
an opportunity to cheat a customer again. 

As the two bodies take up the cases of 
the violators after the court has had its 
innings, it is promised there will not be 
much left, either of the proprietor of a 
Short weight office or the teamster who in- 
@uiges in drinks at the expense of the em- 
ployer’s customers. 

Men from the city sealer’s office investi- 
gated five complaints during the day, but 
while there were shortages discovered none 
Was serious enough to justify prosecution.

“Our great trouble lies more with the men 
who have small wagons and sell the coal 
themselves,’ sald Mr. Quinn. “For in- 
stance, a driver with a wagon that will hold 
only 1,500 pounds, or one who has a wagon 
that will hold only 3,000 pounds, will go toa 
coal yard and purchase a load of coal. The 
first man sells iis 1,500 pounds as a ton, and 
the second disposes of hia 3,000 pounds as 
two tons. 

“ The majority of citizens are too anxious 
to get hard coal to have the wagon weighed, 
go they are easily defrauded.

If there is one thing Hugh laeks more 
than another it is a sense of humor. He is 
sealous, industrious, sometimes eloquent, 


but of humor he has not a@trace. His oppo- 
nents denounce him as bigoted, narrow mind- 


ed, papistical, and reactionary, but no one 


has ever yet accuS@u him of levity oreven of 
appreciation of a joke. He is in deadly 
earnest all the time. His political activities 
have been devoted so far to the advocacy of 
the interests of the ritualistic party in the 
English church.

M. Delcasse, minister 
of foreign affairs, is congratulated even by 
his political opponents for having last year 
secured a settlement of French claims upon 
Veneziéla by what virtually amounts to a 
first mortgage on Venezuelan revenue. 

The commercial interests of France in 
Venesuele, amounting to some $5,000,000 


yearly, are second only to those of the 


United States and far more important than 
those of England or Germany, 

In France the feeling is decidedly against 
the idéa of an Anglo-German blockade, 
which, by affecting French as well as other 
ships, would bring foreign trade in Vene- 


zuela to a deadlock, besides impairing if not | 


destroying the revenue receipts upon whieh 
France holds her first mortgage. 


_ Kaiser Aims at Monroe Doctrine. 

Ernst Judet, political editor of the Petit 
Journal, declares that Germany, without 
consulting the rest of Europe, has framed 
@ great issue of antagonism between the vid 
and the new world, and that no matter what 
the outcome may b¢, Europe cannot con- 
gtatulate herself upon a champion whbd, 
with sich undue precipitation, has dared to 
speak and act in her name.

Houses Made of Clay. 


' 1° The story of the conditions under which 


life is eked out here is the story of the: orst 
of the congested districts of the and 
along the coast. Up at Belmullet the peo- 
le live in hovbes made of clay, offering 
ittle or no shelter from the winds which 
sweep the cliffs. Here better houses have 
been built of stone and the people have some 
hope, which cannot be pinched out even by 
‘their privations, th@t some day in some way 
life may have something better in store for 
them. Belmullet is a region of hopeless, 
heart broken people. The story of all these 
sufferers, how present conditions were 
forced upon them, how they were driven to 
the cramped patches of soi) which are be- 
ing reclaimed only to’refuse to sustain them 
“without secondary sources of livelihood, was 
‘told in a homely way by an old tenant whose 
father and grandfather, and, probably, the 
‘latter’s father, had been on the island before 
him. Substantially he said: 
“You've seen the grazing lands over on 
‘tthe other side of the hills, sir? Well, all the. 


- people were over there agfew short years 


ago. They made those lands. In those days 

‘the ground was bog, like the mountain be- 
hind us. My father and mother were among 
the tenants, and they, with my grandfather, 
helped clear a family holding. All that land, 
where the cattle and sheep of the graziers 
run now, was bog, sir. The people carried 
off the stones, they rooted up the heather, 
and they put in the soil which kept back 
the damp and started the new land. Yea, 
they use gravel in some districts, " he ac- 
quiesced, when a question was put in, “* but 
sand from the souné 
They carried it from the shore on their 
backs, day after day, sir. It took years of 
work. But in five years or so they had re- 
claimed parts of the bog and the soil bore 
gome potatoes and oats, sir. 


Feailies in a Single Room. 

There are scores of cottages, however, 
where the conditions are the same as in the 
worst of the inland districts—where pigs 
and chickens still contest with the family 
space and comfort in the living rooms; 
where a single square hole in the wall lets 
in the only light. t this, under industry 

and thrift, is rapidly being altered in Achill. 
The need for government ‘action to adjust 
thie unnatural distribution of land and popu- 
lation is most pressing. This and ycroy 
are the two divisions where the popylation 
ie undeniably excessive in relation to the 
unfertile nature of the soil. Any complete 
scheme of improvement. must involve the 


withdrawal of a reasonable number of the 


existing population to settlements on the 
mainiand. Considering, too, the, fortitude 
and patience with which the young men and 
girls undergo the hardships of the. yearly 


expatriation ‘to England and Scotland in 


search of work, there can be no doubt put 
that they would display the neceseary enter- 
prise and industgy successfully take 
charge of new and enlarged holdings which 
any scheme of migration to outside settle- 
ments might arrange. — 

Down on the coast, along the shores, of 
Achill sound and of Blacksod bay, are the 
huts of those who make fishing the regular 
secondary source of income. In each in- 
stance there is a garden patch, worked by 


. the women of the families, as the men are 


away with the fishing fleets*nearly the whole 
of the year, except for intervals when the 
boats run in with their catch. The poorest 
of these habitations are built chiefly of clay 


‘and sod, the surprising feature of all being 


the everywhere present. attempt at neat- 
ness. The aid to all this, of course,- as has 
been pointed out, is the broken, hilly nature 
of the country, which affords naturgl grains, 
and thus prevents the pools of mud from 
forming about every cottage, asin the — 
districts. 

Fishermen Use Small 

‘The fishermen use small boats 
wholly. There are no steam trawlers thump- 
ing out of here to gather in the fish from 
the mackerel ané herring grounds. The 
boats are made in great part on the island. 
At one side of the roadway, at the foot of 
the mountain bogs, you encounter the cottage 
ef an aged boat builder, an old man of 67 
years. He is workitg away with saw, chisel, 
and hammer on a boat frame as you pass. 
The little craft his hands turn out, too, 
would be a credit in their class to the work 
of any master builder of any fishing coun- 
try where the trade is handed down from 
father to son. , 


_ Coast of High Cliffs. 
When you have left the station of Achill, 
dropped down from the bluffs skirting the 
sound, with the waves rushing in over the 
rocky ridges at their base, into the primitive 
village of Dooega, and past the Minaun 
cliffs; which lift themselves to the height 
of 1,530 feet, you can find your way to 
Croaghaun, rising to a height of 2,219 feet. 
As a bulwark to the roar of the sea it pre- 
sents Achill head, a great sheer cliff of stone. 
. It is to the summit of Croaghaun that the 
peasants do not tire of climbing, for its 
view toward the Atlantic is boundless. The 
nearest land they know is America, the coun- 
try of opportunity, where much of the money 
’ gomes from which aids in meeting the rental 
charge. They tell you, too, of an enchanted 
land somewhere off in the blue, which they 
call Hy Brasail. These poor settlers, when 
the cares of their barren acres and the fight 
for life allow, dream of this land in their 
dull way and persist in their belief as to its 
existence. They picture it to you in homely 
words as a place of happiness where land- 
lords are unknown.

Once a Protestant Colony. 


The village of Dugort, lying at the skirts 
of Slievemore mountain, which’ overlooks 
the cluster of plain white houses, from a 
height of 2,204 feet, is the monument to the 
place where the Rev. Dr. Nangle planted 
his Protestant colony and started the plan 
which already has been described in these 
leiters.. The “settlement” or modern Du- 
gort is distinguished from the town of Du- 
gort proper. 

Dr.. Nangle’s immediate oversight of this 
«colony, planted by him with the aim of con- 
verting all to the Protestant faith, ceased 
in 1802. He died in 1883 at the age of 84 
years, but long before that time the mission 
had ceased to be a waxing cause. Since 
1851 the mission trustees have held three- 
fifths of the island acreage, much of the 
land, of course, being bog and waste. Achill- 
Dugort now has about 160 Protestants, and 
Dr. Nangle’s first church is the Protestant 
schoolroom. You may find nearby the mon- 
astery to which the Catholic church emi- 
grated a colony of French monks to spread 
theCatholiccreed when Dr. Nangle started to 
eatry out his plan, and when he purchased 
the entire island at forced sale. But the 
people in the majority have held fast to the 
Catholic religion, which was part of the life 


of their fathers for centuries, and the pres-. 


ervation of which led to many of the bloodi- 
est battles against British encroaghmen 
in the dayg of the Stuarts, the Tudors, an 
Cromwell. Whatever the varying. opinions 
as to the value or wisdom of Dr. Nargie’s 
undertaking, Catholics and Protestants of 
the west are a unit in paying him great trib- 
ute as having had in his makeup the agukt 
of which heroes are made., - 

This rocky soil of the west extends + 2 
one end of the coast to the other. When you 
leave Mallaranny—or Mulranny, as the older 
inhabitants still hold it—for the ride across 
the Curraun peninsula, the soil is the same 
throughout—rocky bog and waste. Through- 
out, too, the people show the extreme skill 
which has been able to drag a partial living 
out of the barren ground. The system of 
cultivation, so as to give the sprouting plant 
the greatest nourishment the soil can afford, 
is the same everywhere. The coasts of 
Mayo, Galway, and Donegal afford the same 
story throughout.

“THE SPECIAL ASSESSMENT BONDS. 
There is no question. that the disrepute | 
into which special assessment bonds have 
fallen has cousiderable to do with the in- 
creased cost of local improvements—of sew- 
ers and of pavements. The contractor has 
to take his pay in bonds. If his means aré 
not sufficient to enable him to carry them 
he must sell them for what they will! fetch. 
If he knows before he makes his bid that 
be will have to sell his bonds at a discount 
he raises the amount of his bid to insure 
» himself against loss. .That is a business 
precaution which he cannoi be blamed for 
resorting to. 

A few years ago banking houses bought 
the special assessment bonds freely, and 
recommended them to small investors as safe 
juvestments. They do so no longer because 
there is no certainty of the payment of either 
the prineipal or the interest when due. It 
As true with the greater number of the spe- 
cial assessments enough is collected to pay 
off the bonds, but the fact that this is not 
done in some instances blackens the credit 
of all the bonds. No one can be assured in 
advance that the total- sum: otya particular 
assesstnent will be collected. The city does 
not guarantee the bonds. The holders must 
depend for payment on the assessments lev- 
ied on property owners. 

In order to maintain the credit of the | 
bouds it is essential that the municipal au- 

. thorities who, have the matter in charge 
should draw up their special assessment 
ordinances with the utmost care. There 
have been cases where ordinances have been 
drafted containing so many flaws as to make 
it easy and profitable for large property own- 

_ ers to go into court with their objections. It 
is essential. also that the municipal autbori- 
ties shall be more energetic and persistent 
than they have been sometimes in the col- 
lection of special assessments. There have 
been instances where property owners have 
ecaped altogether while they could have 
been made to pay up. With care in the

PLAYS AND REVERENCE. 
‘This winter hag already seen several plays 
in which there has been an unusually free 
handling of subjects and objects popularly 


closely connected with intrigue and murder. 
In another we have had the Savior made 
one of the motive forces, though not one 
of the dramatis persone, of a tale of passion.

To this question. the ~shocked ‘persons | 
previously mentioned have returned the | 
answer thet the world is getting finer in its 
sensibilities and that we do well “to be 
shocked at things which ruder eyes, gaze at 
without blinking. : 

But is it altogether a case of finer sensi- 
bilities? Our sensibilities, as far as the 
Christian religion *is concerned, are surely 
no finer than those of the men who painted 
the medieval Christs. Does not our habit 
of shrinking from the presentation of cer- 
tain features of the Christian réligion, arise 
es much from a change in opinion as from 
a change in feeling? Most people are not. 
go sure now as they used to be about Chris- 
tian theology and tradition. What to the 
medieval mind was simply objective fact 
is to many people now nothing but subjec- 
tive opinion. “ Christ bore the cross,” said | 
the medieval man. He was as sure of it. 
as he was that Julius Ceesar was assassinat- | 
ed. A fact in religious history was to him 
much like a fact in secular history. He 
was not doubtful about either. He was. 
not squeamish about either. Religion was 
as real to him as music, or mechanics, or 
farming, or astronomy. Dogma was ascer- 
tained truth just as science was ascertained 
truth: Facts were facts, whether they per- | 
tained to affairs in this world or in the next. : 
Therefore it was possible for the middle 
ages to mix religion with “daily, nor- 
mal, secular occupations. There was no, 
difference between religious and secular as | 
far as objective inty was concerned. 
This was not irrev. ce. It was belief. 7 

Now our attitude has changed. The Ohris- 
tian religion has been the subject of con- 
troversy. Its tenets have become either the 
targets of determined enemies, the tenderly 
cherished personal opinions of devoted be- 
lievers, or the conventional but dubious as- 
sumptions of nominal! adherents. Naturally 
the facts of the Christian religion can no 
longer be treated in an objective manner. To 
the unbeliever such a treatment of them is 
ridiculous.

CHAMPIONS ‘OF COEDUCATION. 
The fatal words, “courses for men, 


nouncement of courses for the winter quar- 
ter at the University of Chicago have 
‘brought the blush of shame to the cheeks of 
ardent advocates of coeducation. Some of 
these do more than blush—they write. The 
Outlook of Dee. 13 contains a “ Man’s 
View ” and a “ Woman's View ” of coedu-. 
eation. The man in question is Mr. W.,A. 
Curtis, and he blames his own sex for the 
action of the University of Chicago. He 
says this action has been taken in response to 
a sentiment of the male students. “ This is 
no university matter, this eruption of hos- 
tility to women, for hostility it is, naked hos-\| 
tility, in its ungenerous and unchivalric ex- 
pression. It is man, face to face with the 
fact that woman in this twentieth century 
is not his ally, his helpmeet, his wife, but 
his competitor, his rival, and that of all the 
meeds, the prizes, the rewards of life that 
édnee- | She cheats him out of it is the ounement 
prize herself!” 

The woman who takes up the cudgels in 
favor of anti-segregation is a university 
woman, Miss May Estell Cook. Miss Cook 
calls segregation a “ president’s measure,” . 
an artificial measure that the success of the 
university under Coeducation does not jus- 
tify. “ There have been no distinctions of © 
age or sex, and no castes of any kind—even 
the caste of wealth—except such as the stu- 
dents have made for themselves by good 
work or bad. The'conditions of liberal cul- 
ture have prevailed, and the life has best 
normal rather than artificial.” 

Still deeper does Prof. James Rowland 
Angell of the University of Chicago probe’ 
‘into this subject.’ In an article ina recent 
number of the Popular Science Monthly 
. Prof. Angell offers ““ Some Reflections Upon 
the Reaction from Coeducation.” Prof. 
Angell rehearses, among other issues, what 
{ he calls “ some of the more seditiotis social 
tendencies for which coeducation is held re- 
sponsible,” and foremost among these in 
point of fatuity is the asserted blight upon 
college spirit by coeducation. ‘Now, college 
spirit, says the professor, is “a capricious 
plant which blooms profusely in the light 
of athletic victories and often leads a sickly | 
light of hibernation at other periods,” but 
to neither this boisterous” type nor to the 
more serious form of college spirit has coed- 
ucation proved harmful. The violation ‘of 
social proprieties is another so-called evil 
tendency that Prof. Angell considers. “ Tio 
behold the campus dotted with couples bill- 
ing and cdoing their way to an A. B. is a 
thing to rejoice Venus or Pan rather than. 
Minerva, and were it the frequent or neces- 
sary outcome of coeducation the future of 
the system would certainly be in jeopardy,” 
“ For no university,” adds the writer, “ can 
safely become a matrimonial bureau, nor 
yet a clearing house for flirtations,” but one 
must remember that the same boy and gir! 
will do equally silly things whatever their 
educational surroundings may be. 

Coeducation, says Prof, Angell, is n 
| sarily opposed to the view that.“ woman’s 
only function is maternity, and that her only 
proper attainments are either of a domestic 
or sexual character,” but, on the other hand, 
“the advocates of coeducation regard ma- 
ternity as a function for which no education 
is too high or too broad.” ‘The problem of 
the maintenance of proper sovial relation 
between the sexes is, in thé opinion of this 
writer, by far the most serious one with 
which coeducation has to deal, and itis a 
problem, he says, which must gain its solu- 
tion from the action of public sentiment in

Nothing is impossible, of course, and ulti- 
mately it:may be proved that the American 
climate destroys the fecundity of transplant- 
ed Europeans.

Efforts to. 


HROUGH efforts are maknig in all civilized countries 
to bring about a reform of the existing criminal 
laws. The criminal laws which are in force in the 
various countries of Europe and America are based 
upon the views and theories of a school which is 
called the classical. It originated in the last quar- 
ter of the eighteenth century. Its first pioneer was 
Beccaria, an Italian, and its seeds were carried to 
all parts of the world by the French revolution. 
Its efficiency in the past has undoubiedly been 
great, as it eliminated from criminal ‘law the 
medieval features which had been preserved in that 
important branch of civil government longer than 

‘in any other. After the classical school had fulfilled 
that important mission, its efficiericy ceased, and 
it soon became apparent that it was ‘not equal to the task of bringing about 

S further reform of criminal law in accordance with modern ideas on the 

sibject of criminology. The main burden of that task seems to be reserved 

to the new school, which was founded in Italy in the last quarter of the 

Mineteenth ‘century. That school, whiclf is called “the positive criminal- 

school,” was founded by.Cesare Lombroso. 


HE element of danger in the Lesitied of steam 
power lies in the boiler, which under certain cir- 
cumstances is a reservoir of destructive energy of 
high potential.

_ For the second cause, incrusted plates, the remedy is periodically to 
“clean the boilers and remove the scale, the frequency of this operation be- 
ing dependent upon the quantity of incrusting salts contained in the feed 
water. Fusible safety plugs of tin and lead alloys are a supposed protec- 
tion from the effects of low water, and are prescribed for marine boilers by 
the rules of the United States board of supervising inspectors, but in actual 
practice they are, in general, failures, for the reason that they are pro- 
tected from the heat, wnich should cause them to melt, by the accumula- 
tion of soot and dirt on the side towards the fire, and moreover a higher 
‘temperature is required to melt them after continued exposure to heat. The. 
omission of fusible plugs is not advocated, but they should be properly set 
in the boiler and frequently inspected and cleaned and occasionally renewed _ 
to insure proper action, which is to melt when the boiler shell is heated 
above normal and allow the boiler’s contents to run out and quench the fire.

with manufacturer’s name, tensile strength, and heat number, should be 
first rolled to required circumference, and when assembled in place should 
then have the rivet holes drilled through and through, preferably from the 
solid metal, without previous punching. 

This class of work is specified for all important 
bridge work, and it is certainly as important to have 
the highest possible grade of workmanship in boiler 
construction, where the safety of the public is a 
ly concerned.

particular had had the advantage—from a 
business standpoint—of being declared one 

of the most indecent plays the English 
speaking stage of recent times had ever had 
thrust upon it. It probably is true that there 

Was scarcely a person who went to Powers’ 
last Monday evening who did not expect to 
ges and hear several things that could be 
set down as shocking to morality and de- 

cy. The attitude of the audience and 
ihe manner in which the various scenes of 
the play were received proved this to be 
the case. That there is nothing of the kind 
in the entire five acts has been stated in these 
columns, and the. opinion ts now genera] in 
theater going circles that “ Iris,”’ while it 
is ah unpleasant’ play, is far from being so 
suggestive or so salacious atre/countiess 

Others that have been seen here, ahd which— 
because of their not being so widely and 
guccessfully heralded as improper—have at- 
tracted little 


~“Pinero in “ baw started with the fol- 
lowing proposition: Given a woman accus- 
by birth, training, @nd surroundings 
to the luxuriés and eleganctes that wealth 
afford, unfitted by education to do anything 
of practical value for herself, morally and 
mentally enervated by the conditions amid 
which she has lived—given such a woman 
take from her her wealth, and what will 

the result? In order to show what the 
result will be the playwright has placed 
her among people who, while displaying all 
the attributes of gentility’ and polish that 
high. social. position implies, yet are cursed 
either with the sarfe moral filmsiness that 
distinguishes the woman herself or with 
detual depravity. The result, of course, is 
rein, moral as well as mental, and Mr. Pinero 
has shown this ruin with all the skill he as 
a master of the art of stagecraft and all the 
Telentiessness he as a thoughtful playwright 
ean. command. Mentality of any real worth 
Trie does not call her own; her downfall must 
therefore be along the lines of her physical 
and moral possessions. She is a moral cow- 
ard, a weakling, and as she falis into the 
hands of a man who is incarnated animalism 
and viclousness, the witnessing of her ruin 
is not in any way entertaining or elevating. 
It has been argued by those who, annoyed 
by the accusations of gross immorality that 
have been made against the play, have risen 
up to defend Pinero and his drama, that the 


conditions shown in “ Iris" are absolutely - 


true to life. This fact, it would seem, every 
person at ali experienced or in any wise ob- 
servant must stand ready to admit. There 
are thousands of women in this world of ours 
who are of the Iris type—as helpless, as 
weak mentally and morally as is she. That 
many of them escape the fate that overtook 
her is due solely to favoring conditions—the 
means of their support is not taken from 
them, Many of them are less fortunate, and 
the end is often the same as was hers. But 
gre these worien of enough interest, are 
they of enough importance in the social 
economy. of the world for the stage and the 
stage patronizing public to busy themselves 
With them and their lives? Mr. Pinero doubt- 
less thinks they are, and he is not alone in 


go thinking. 


But while he and “hie followers must be 
granted the perfect right.to their opinions 
on this subject, the right is also claimed to 
differ with them. They .would doubtless 
argue that the stage should busy itself with 
conditions that are found in real life, and 
hat Iris’ life is of such asthese. This is also 
conceded, but there are conditions and con- 
fitions. Just as in the arts of painting and 
of sculpture, there are certain things found 
in nature that are best left unreproduced, so 
fim the art of the drama there are certain 
themes that are as well left unhandled—they 
either are unworthy of the attention they 
would receive, or they lack the elements 
that enable them to appeal to the tmagina- 
tion, and any subject that fails to do the 
latter falis short of the artistic. There are, 
for ‘instance, incidents and Objects in the 
hospital and in the operating room that are 
absolutely “ true to life,”’ but that fact does 
not make them desirable themes for dramatio 
treatment. The immoral, the depraved, the 
morbid are not the only conditions that are 
‘to be found in r present day world—the 
pure, the noble, the hopeful are just as real. 
just as abundantly existent. Why should 
aot an art as beautiful and as potent as the 
drama can be, devote itself then to the re- 
of these conditions? 

They are not dramatic, is urged. Will 
these advocates of the morbid and decadent 
attempt to deny the dramatic possibilities 
that lie in the sacrifices that are made daily 
and hourly by parents for their children, that 
noble women make for men whom ill] fortune 
or disease has disabled, that lovers make be- 
cause of hindrances duty places in their 
way? Is. there no dramatic material to be 
found in the struggles the individual has to 
make against the economic and financial 
tonditions that are about us? There are un- 
written tragedies and comedies without num- 
ber in these and kindred subjects, and they 
are both “ true to life ’’ and are free from the 
taint of immorality. Not that the dramatist 
should be denied the right to employ him- 
self occasionally with certain phases of the 

sex problem, but his so doing should at least 
howe the justification that the pointing of 
some kind of a mora! affords. 

Such a justification it seems “ Iris ” lacks. 
The spectator devotes an entire evening to 
the watching of a tragedy that argues abso- 
lutely mothirg wuniess it be that there are 
fepraved and licentious men in the world, and 
there need no playwright from Engiand come 
to tell us this. Is the spectator to learn to 
sympathize with Iris and her kind? He 
doesn’t do so by watching the play. Is he to 
detest the Maldonados of the,world?

Details of @Mary's Lite. | 


“The chapter which particularly interest- 
ed me was that dealing with Mary’s resi- 
dence in Ephesus.
